Pershing on the General's ar- 
rival at Hoboken today: 
“My Dear Gen, Pershing: 

“Tam distressed that I cannot 
greet you in person., [t would 
give me the greatest pleasure to 
grasp your hand and say to what 

is in my heart and in the 
hearts of all true Americans as 
we hail your return to the 
homeland you have served so 
gallantly. Notwithstanding my 
physical absence, may I not, as 
your Commander in Chief and 
2s spokesman of our fellowcoun- 
trymen, bid you an affectionate 
and enthusiastic welcome, a wel- 
come warmed with the ardor of 
genuine affection and deep ad- 
miration. You have served the 
country with fine devotion and 
admiral efficiency in the 
war forever memorable as the 
world's triumphant protest 
against injustice and as its vin- 
dication of liberty——the liberty 
of peoples and of nations. 
“We are proud of you and of 
the men you commanded. NO 
finer armies ever sect their in- 
domitable strength and uncon- 
querable spirit against the fore 3 
of wrong. Their glory is the 
slory of the nation and it is with 
a thrill of profound pride that 
we greet you as their leader and 
commander. You have just 
come from the sea and from the

Eager for Wilson Peace Offer. 

The Chancellor was, in. Septem- 
ber, 1916, giving consideration to 
a possible negotiation for peace 
through President Wilson. Many 
circles in Germany were ill-dis- 
posed to such a step, since the atti- 
tude of benevolence adopted by the 
U. S. A. toward the Entente had 
raised increasing bitterness among 
us, and the Government could with 
difficulty disregard this opinion. 

The Chancellor, nevertheless, 
propesed to His Majesty that in- 
structions should be given to Am- 
bassador Count Bernstorff to in- 
duce the President at the earliest 
possible moment, and in any case 
before the presidential election at 
the beginning of November, to 
make a proposal of peace to the 
Powers: 

I was fully in agreement with 
the: suggestion and secretly very 
pleased that it was made, al- 

though I was skeptical] of success 

owing to my view of the enemy's 
desiré for our destruction. Their 
prospects for 1917 were so much 
more favorable than ours that, 
even while I hoped for it, I had 
grave doubts as to the success of 
any offer from President Wilson. 
I waited with the greatest eager- 
ness to learn whether he would 
make a proposal in October; but 
his re-election in November and 
the whole of the month of No- 
vember passed without his mak- 
ing up his mind to do so, and I 
gave up any hope of his interven- 
tion. 

Feared to Exhibit Weakness. 

Count Burian then came  for- 
ward with the proposal that the 
Quadruple Alliance should itself 
make a direct offer of peace to 
the enemy. I was equally skepti- 
cal as to the success of this 
scheme, but thought that it should 
be tried; the only thing to avoid 
at all costs was any display of 
weakness. This would have had a 
very bad effect on the army and 
the public, and would have en- 
couraged the Entente to redouble 
their efforts for our destruction. 

So far as he permitted, I co-op- 
erated with the Chancellor in the 
matter. In order to avoid giving 
the enemy the false impression 
that weakness was our motive for 
the proposal, I asked that it 
should not be carried oug until the 
campaign in Rumania d been 
brought to a conclusion, Bucha- 
rest fell on the 6th of Decem- 
ber, and with that I regarded the 
military position as so secure that 
I had no objection to the publi- 
cation of the peace note.

had from the first made any ac- | 


ceptance impossible was quite un- 
sound. 

Our whole position compelled 
us to adopt a tone of confidence. 
I advocated this from the military 
point of view. Our troops had 
done marvels; how would they be 
affected by our adopting any 
other tone? It was essential that 
the peace offer should not impair 
the fighting quality of the army; 
and it did not do so, for it was 
only an episode and the morale 
of the troops was still good. 

If the Entente had honestly de- 
sired a peace of justice and re- 
conciliation it could and should 
have entered into negotiations and 
brought forward its demands. Had 
negotiations broken down on any 
demand for annexations on the 
part of the German §representa- 
tives, it would have been easy for 
the Entente, in the light of such 
an attitude, to stir their peoples to 
renew the war, while we in such 
a position would have been quite 
unable to reconcile the German 
people, who were already longing 
for peace, to any further fighting. 

Still less would our weary allies 
have continued to fight at our side. 
This simple reasoning shows con- 
vincingly that, when* we made our 
offer, we were genuinely ready for 
peace of justice and reconcilia- 
tion. 

Failure of Wilson's Lffort. 

The attitude of the Entente on 
this and on every subsequent oc- 
casion shows equally clearly that 
she wanted no negotiations that 
might display to the. world our 
sincere desire for peace. She 
feared that this would lead toa 
weakening in the desire’for our 
destruction in her own camp, and 
wished also that peace, when it 
came, should be definitely a peace 
of defeat and emasculation for us. 

Meanwhile President Wilson 
had at last, on the 20th Decem- 
ber, addressed a note to all the 
belligerent powers, inviting an ex- 
pression of “their views as to the 
terms on which the war éauld b 
brought to an end.” The Presi- 
dent apparently desired to find an 
agreement by means of a com- 
promise between the demands of 
the two sides. He had in mind a 
peace without victor or vVan- 
quished. 

The note was delivered on the 
2ist December. The German 
Government had been informed of 
the President's intention in No- 
vember. Presumably the Gov- 
ernment was by this time, after 
the long delay, in doubt as to 
whether theePresident would in 
fact carry out his intention, but 
I am not aware in any detail of 
the Government's then attitude. ” 

As early as the 26th December 
the Government of the Quadru- 
ple Alliance proposed an rly 
meeting of representatives of the 
belligerents in some neutral coun- 
try. They were at variance with 
Wilson's proposal to the extent 
that they preferred direct nego- 
tiations with their opponents: this 
may well have been in part due to 
regard for the strong trend of

Fur- 
ther it- was calculated, if we.be- 
came strong in Europe and a bul- 
wark against the dangers of the 
East, it would not be difficult to 
come to an understanding with 
Enigland when she _ rgalized it 
would be to her interest to come 
to an understanding with the 
strongest Power on the continent. 
Russia Diverted German Efforts. 

In July, 1916, Helfferich, Secre- 
tary of State, determined we must 
choose between England and Rus- 
sia for subsequent protection 
against our peace of the future 
ugainst one of these leading Pow- 
ers. It was further determined 
that this decision must be made in 
favor of England since the Rus- 
sian program was then irreconcil- 
able. We would thus be in a po- 
sition to bulwark the culture of 
Western Luropé. Another factor 
in the adoption of the Russian 
move was our relations with Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Turkey and the 
Balkans. This program conceded 
as possible the sharing of spheres 
of influence between Germany 
and England, and it was argued 
by the advocates of it that a na- 
val victory with our fleet was not 
u vital necessity for Germany. It 
was thought most advantageous to 
our interests to accomplish the 
greatest possible weakening of 
Russia. 

An eftort Was consequently 
made by the disciples of the plan 
to divert German indignation 
frem England against Russia The 
hope was held out. that Asquith’'s 
demagogic ministry would not be 
everlasting Even though En- 
giand’s wish to annihilate us 
might prevent final understand- 
ing this program did not require 
taking up a struggle against a 
Power which was possibly our su- 
perior on the sea and in Egypt 

Owing to this program and 
these vague, intangible wishes, we 
never dealt the English the mari- 
time blows jwe were capable of 
striking: if we had grasped our 
early opportunities, Through 
sentimentality, combined with 
subtle calculations, and because 
of unmilitary conception of naval 
warfare on the part of certain 
terman leaders, we made it pos- 
sible for England to deal us finally 
this terrible blow from which 
we, formerly her strongest rival, 
will never again be able to recov- 
er. 

From this standpoint and not 
from any departmental considera- 
tion whatever, my urgent advoca- 
cy of the occupation of the Chan- 
ne! Ports, of a stand-up naval bat- 
tle with the British fleet and 
timely and ruthless submarine 
warfare originated. We could 
have struck a Vital blow againsat 
Engiand. From Cape Grisnez 
(near Boulogne) it ,would have 
been possible effectually to integ-

this d@ficiency was not of my own 
making, but due to the failure in 
foresight of the German political 
administration. 

It was early in the war that I 
advocated the use of the subma- 
rine to harass Great Britain's 
commerce. The necessity of this 
became evident to me as soon as 
T saw in the early days of the con- 
flict that England had determined 
to strangle Germany economical- 
ly. From the outbreak of the war 
the fine morale of the navy dis- 
played itself in the eagerness of 
the entire personnel to engage in 
a pitched battle with the English 
fleet. England, however, was not 
anxious to risk this fight in the 
early days of the war, 
back her active naval forces in 
those first weeks, thus depriving 
us of an opportunity to come to a 
speedy military decision. The 
British fleet would not attack us 
or attempt to. We would have 
had to seek it out. 

Therefore, because we did not 
engage in a pitched naval battle, 
the most effective weapon we pos- 
sessed against England and En- 
giish commerce was the U-bdéat. 
In the use of it against enemy 
tonnage it was from the first clear 
that the existing regulations of 
maritime law, most of which had 
come down from.the old sailing
